Sir, — Pursuant to Section 32 of the National Harbours Board Act, we have the honour to submit 
the twenty-seventh annual report of the National Harbours Board, covering the operations for the calendar 
year 1962, of the harbours of Halifax, Saint John, Chicoutimi, Quebec, Trois-Riviéres, Montreal, Churchill 
and Vancouver, and the Government grain elevators at Prescott and Port Colborne. The traffic statistics 
contained in this report include shipping and cargo at both National Harbours Board facilities and 
private facilities where they exist. 


SHIPPING 


Although shipping tonnage in 1962 decreased by 1,155,478 tons, it was the 
second highest year on record. Vessel arrivals numbered 42,514, the aggregate net 
registered tonnage being 61,605,422. The comparable figures for 1961 were 43,632 
vessels aggregating 62,765,693 net registered tons. The following statement shows 
the number and tonnage of vessels which arrived at harbours under the administra- 
tion of the Board in each of the past five years:

CARGO TONNAGE 


Cargo tonnage at the National Harbours was exceeded only by the all-time 
record year of 1961. Aggregate cargo tonnage in 1962 was 59,951,291 as com- 
pared with 61,106,769 in 1961, the decrease being 1,155,478 tons, or 2.1%. 
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Grain traffic declined from 15,224,117 tons in 1961 to 13,273,773 tons, 
a decrease of 1,950,344 tons, or approximately 13%. 


Considering all commodities with aggregate tonnages in excess of 200,000, 
there were increases in crude petroleum, fuel oil, gypsum, gasoline, lumber, cement, 
sugar, newsprint, sand and gravel, wood pulp, fertilizer, machinery and parts, sulphur, 
salt and hog fuel. Decreases were shown in grain, bituminous coal, pulpwood, logs, flour, 
asbestos, motor vehicles and parts, iron or steel band, bars, etc., and iron ore. 


Foreign inward traffic increased 1,021,378 tons, or 6%, and foreign outward traffic 
decreased 1,151,373 tons, or 6%, compared with 1961. Domestic traffic inward 
decreased 1,587,424 tons, or 10.8%, and domestic traffic outward increased 561,941 
tons, or 11%, compared with 1961.

INCOME AND EXPENSE 


Operating income in 1962 amounted to $26,718,386 as compared with $29,018,295 
in the previous year, a decrease of $2,299,909. 


Expenses of administration, operation and maintenance in 1962 were $18,352,495, 
as against $18,043,467 in the previous year, an increase of $309,028. 


Salaries and wages amounted to $11,894,000 as compared with $11,715,000 in 
1961. Retirement benefits for employees cost $493,000 by way of contribution to 
the Public Service Superannuation Account. 


Maintenance expenses in 1962 were $5,022,937, as compared with $4,822,228 
in the previous year. 


Net operating income was $8,365,891, as against $10,974,828 in 1961, a 
decrease of $2,608,937. 


After taking into account other income and deducting special charges, including 
interest on debt and reserve for replacement of capital assets, operations for 1962 
resulted in a net loss of $3,577,448 as compared with a net profit of $2,007 in 1961.

TARIFFS AND REGULATIONS 


The major change in tariffs in 1962 was the issue of By-law Montreal B-13 (b), 
Tariff of Bridge Tolls, covering Bridge tolls on Champlain Bridge, Montreal. A number 
of minor adjustments were made in other tariffs relating to increases in charges 
brought about by higher costs. A number of commutations and reductions were made 
to provide relief from charges in certain specific cases. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 


Expenditures on capital account in 1962 totalled $23,916,076. Of this amount, 
$19,709,613 has been or will be financed by advances from the Government, bearing 
interest at the rate prevailing at the date of such advances; $1,975,769 has been 
or will be provided from replacement funds and $2,230,694 from other funds.

FINANCE 


Major construction projects completed or in progress during 1962 included new 
or improved wharves at Saint John, Quebec, Trois-Riviéres, Montreal and Churchill; 
new transit sheds at Montreal, and extensions to transit sheds at Quebec and Trois- 
Rivieres; additions and/or improvements to grain elevators, loading and unloading 
facilities and equipment at Quebec, Montreal, Port Colborne and Vancouver; expansion 
and/or improvements to the electrical system at Halifax and Quebec, and the 
construction of Champlain Bridge and connected works. Uncompleted work at the 
end of the year on major contracts amounted to approximately $5,324,000. 


The book value of capital assets at December 31, 1962 was $392,214,380. 


The following figures indicate the several amounts received and to be received 
from the Government in respect of the Board’s financial requirements relating to 
the year 1962, and also the amounts paid to the Treasury from Board funds:

RESERVE FUNDS 


As at December 31, 1962, reserve funds for replacement of capital assets, for 
insurance, for workmen’s compensation and special maintenance amounted to 
$64,486,340, the increase in the year being $730,790. 


The reserves consist of cash on deposit with the Receiver General, $4,538,638, 
and investments in authorized securities, book value $59,947,702, market value 
$54,686,811. In addition, miscellaneous funds were held in the amount of $139,799, 
represented by cash on deposit with the Receiver General, $54,613, and authorized 
investments, book value $85,186, market value $80,946. 
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INVESTMENTS 


Surplus funds invested in bonds amounted to $4,079,953 book value, market 
value $4,077,752. 


SEPARATE ACCOUNTING 


Separate accounts have been kept for each of the harbours and other works 
under the administration of the Board, as required by section 31 of the National 
Harbours Board Act. The balance sheet that follows summarizes the assets and 
liabilities recorded in those separate accounts as at December 31, 1962, and the 
related statement of income and expense summarizes the income and expense for the 
year then ended. Following these statements, there is printed a copy of the report 
of the Auditor General on his audit.

Sir—Pursuant to Section 32 of the National Harbours Board Act, we have the honour to submit 
the twenty-eighth annual report of the National Harbours Board, covering the operations for the 
calendar year 1963, of the harbours of Halifax, Saint John, Chicoutimi, Quebec, Trois-Riviéres, 
Montreal, Churchill and Vancouver, and the Government grain elevators at Prescott and Port Colborne. 
The traffic statistics contained in this report include shipping and cargo at both National Harbours 
Board facilities and private facilities where they exist. 


SHIPPING 
Shipping tonnage in 1963 was down by 5% from the previous year and the number of vessel arrivals 
dropped by 10%. This decrease in shipping, however, was not altogether reflected in cargo volumes. 
The following statement shows the number and tonnage of vessels which arrived at harbours under 
the administration of the Board in each of the past five years:

CARGO TONNAGE Cargo tonnage at the National Harbours reached an all-time high, eclipsing the 


previous record year of 1961 by 8%. Aggregate cargo tonnage in 1963 was 66,009,534 
as compared with 59,951,291 in 1962, an increase of 6,058,243 tons, or 10%, 


Grain traffic increased from 13,273,773 tons in 1962 to 19,125,585 tons, an increase 
of 5,851,812 tons, or approximately 44%. 


Considering all commodities with aggregate tonnages in excess of 200,000, there 
were increases in grain, fuel oil, raw sugar, pulpwood, asbestos, cement, wheat 
flour, phosphate rock, lumber, sand and gravel, logs, anthracite coal, woodpulp, 
hog fuel, potash, sulphur, chemicals, salt and iron or steel bands. Decreases were 
shown in crude oil, gasoline, newsprint, bituminous coal, iron ore, crude gypsum, 
motor vehicles and parts, machinery and parts, ores and concentrates and fertilizer. 


Foreign inward traffic decreased 80,389 tons or .5% and foreign outward traffic in- 
creased 4,344,534 tons, or 23.7% compared with 1962. Domestic traffic inward increased 
1,694,865 tons, or 12%, and domestic traffic outward increased 99,233 tons, or .9% 
compared with 1962.

TARIFFS AND REGULATIONS 


Major tariff changes in 1963 were the reissue of By-law Halifax B-6 (a) covering the Halifax 
Refrigerated Warehouse and By-law Halifax B-6 (b) covering the Pier 2 Storage Warehouse. 
These tariffs were reissued to offset increased operating costs and to provide for changes 
in handling patterns. By-law Quebec B-6 (a) covering the Quebec Cold Storage Warehouse 
was reissued to accommodate increased costs of operation. By-law Trois-Riviéres B-11 
covering Water Service Charges at Trois-Riviéres was reissued to offset higher water 
costs. A number of minor adjustments were made in other tariffs relating to increased 
charges brought about by higher costs. Several commutations and reductions were issued 
to provide relief from charges in certain specific cases.

CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 
Expenditures on capital account in 1963 totalled $13,445,152. Of this amount, $7,325,025 has been 
or will be financed by advances from the Government, bearing interest at the rate prevailing at 


the date of such advances; $617,813 has been or will be provided from replacement funds and 
$5,502,314 from other funds.

Major construction projects completed or in progress during 1963 included new or improved wharves at Trois-Riviéres, 
Montreal and Vancouver; new transit sheds at Halifax, Trois-Riviéres and Montreal; extension to transit sheds at Quebec 
and Montreal, and construction of a warehouse and machine shop building at Churchill; additions and/or improvements 
to grain elevators, loading and unloading facilities and equipment at Quebec, Montreal, Prescott and Vancouver; expansion 
and/or improvements to the electrical system at Saint John, Quebec, Montreal and Vancouver; additions and/or improvements 
to the cold storage facilities at Halifax. The construction of a viaduct, maintenance building, approaches, etc., were a few 
major contracts connected to the construction of Champlain Bridge. Uncompleted work at the end of the year on major 
contracts amounted to approximately $6,775,000.

RESERVE FUNDS 


As at December 31, 1963, reserve funds for replacement of capital assets, for insurance, for 
workmen's compensation and special maintenance amounted to $66,508,299, the increase in 
the year being $2,021,959. 

The reserves consist of cash on deposit with the Receiver General $9,135,992, and investments 
in authorized securities, book value $57,372,307, market value $52,202,939. In addition, miscel- 
laneous funds were held in the amount of $152,694, represented by cash on deposit with the 
Receiver General, $67,386, and authorized investments, book value $85,308, market value $81,511. 


INVESTMENTS 
Surplus funds invested in bonds amounted to $3,917,380 book value, market value $3,919,233. 


SEPARATE ACCOUNTING 


Separate accounts have been kept for each of the harbours and other works under the administration of the Board, as 
required by section 31 of the National Harbours Board Act. The balance sheet that follows summarizes the assets and 
liabilities recorded in those separate accounts as at December 31, 1963, and the related statements of income and expense 
summarize the income and expense for the year then ended.

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HARBOUR O F HALIFAX 


The Harbour of Halifax, situated on the Atlantic Coast of Nova Scotia, is approached 
directly from the ocean by a channel with a minimum depth of 50 feet at low tide. It is 
open to navigation the year round and is served by both the Canadian National and the 
Canadian Pacific Railways. The National Harbours Board operates wharves and piers 
having about 19,000 linear feet of berthing, which provide 32 deep-water berths. Paved 
open areas of 233,000 square feet are provided at Pier A-1. Other open areas are avail- 
able at Richmond and Deep Water Terminals. There are 19 transit sheds with an 
aggregate floor area of about 1,245,000 square feet including frost-proof areas. In 
addition, the Board operates a 4,152,500-bushel grain elevator with a maximum loading 
capacity of 90,000 bushels per hour and a marine tower with an unloading capacity of 
15,000 bushels per hour; also, a cold storage terminal warehouse with about 1,719,000 
cubic feet of storage space, completely fitted with sharp-freezing, storing and packing 
equipment, and ample rail connections. Several floating cranes are available with 
capacities ranging from 15 to 80 tons. 


TRAFFIC 


Ocean vessel arrivals numbered 1,609, 84 less than 1962, and their net registered ton- 
nage showed a decrease of 4%. Coastal vessel arrivals increased by 6, but the net 
registered tonnage of this traffic was down by 3% from last year’s period. 


Despite this slight decrease in shipping, 8,573,832 tons of cargo were handled during 
1963, an increase of 1% over the previous year and a new record for the port. Grain 
exports were up by 27% to 425,702 tons and a jump of 79% was noted in water-borne 
receipts. The increase in grain tonnage was due basically to the Russian wheat con- 
tract negotiated earlier in the year. Imports of crude oil totalled 2,961,175 tons, a gain 
of 13% and greater quantities of export lumber increased its total tonnage by 18%. 


Decreases were recorded in certain bulk commodities, the total tonnage of crude 
gypsum dropping by 14%, fuel oil by 5% and gasoline by 2%. The tonnage of wheat 
flour and motor vehicles and parts was down by 35% and 22% respectively. Numerous 
fluctuations were noted in other cargo commodities, but the total general cargo picture 


remained comparable with the previous year. 


In contrast to other ports, ocean passenger traffic recorded considerable growth over the previous season with landings 
and embarkations up by 14%. Overall traffic, including coastal passengers, totalled 18,044 as compared to 15,567 in 1962. 


The Board's Cold Storage Warehouse handled 42,155 tons of food products during the year compared with 45,621 tons in 
1962. Fish, meats, poultry and frozen foods were the commodities handled in greatest volume. General renovations made to 
the plant in the past year could result in a higher volume in 1964. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $365,378. Expenditures on capital account amounted to $394,367 
which was provided from revenues.

HARBOUR OF SAINT JOHN 


The Harbour of Saint John, situated at the mouth of the Saint John River on the north 
shore of the Bay of Fundy, is open to navigation the year round and is served by both 
the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian National Railways. It is accessible from the 
sea by a main channel 600 feet wide with a minimum depth of 30 feet at extreme low 
tide. The National Harbours Board operates wharves and piers with about 14,618 linear 
feet of berthing, providing 27 deepsea berths and 6 berths for coastal shipping. There 
are 14 transit sheds, including frost-proof areas in 3 sheds, with an aggregate floor 
space of about 947,000 square feet, all with rail connections. The Board's grain elevator, 
on the west side of the harbour, has a storage capacity of 1,576,800 bushels, and is 
connected to 9 of the berths by over 2 miles of conveyor galleries with a shipping 
capacity of 60,000 bushels per hour. Two locomotive cranes and one 65-ton floating 
crane are available. 


TRAFFIC 


During 1963, 32 less ocean ships entered the port and coastal arrivals were down by 
47 vessels from the previous year. The net registered tonnage of ocean-going craft, 
however, remained comparable with 1962 and coastal vessel tonnage increased by 
23% 


The drop in vessel arrivals was not altogether reflected in commodity volumes as 
cargo handled through the port in 1963 totalled, 5,911,625 tons, the highest year on 
record. Grain exports reached 649,029 tons, a rise of 89% due mainly to the Russian 
wheat sales, and greater overall local production boosted raw sugar imports by 8%. 
Expanding markets resulted in an increase of 12% in crude oil imports while fuel oil 
tonnage jumped by 24%. Notable increases were recorded in sulphur, wood-pulp, 
crude rubber and canned and preserved vegetables. 


Commodities in which decreases were observed included gasoline, motor vehicles 
and parts, wheat flour and newsprint. Shipments of potatoes were considered normal 
for the year with a reduction of 26% due chiefly to the absence of unusually large 
European contracts experienced during the previous season. 


An overall increase of 21% in passenger landings and embarkations was attributed to 
the introduction of a more spacious vessel in the Bay of Fundy service. Ocean passen- 
ger traffic, however, declined substantially with landings and embarkations totalling 
only 735 as compared to 3,798 in 1962. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 

Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $323,902. Expenditures on 
capital account amounted to $104,592, of which $5,653 was provided from replacement 
fund.

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HARBOUR OF CHICOUTIMI 


The Harbour of Chicoutimi is situated on the Saguenay River, about 75 miles from its 
mouth. The Saguenay flows into the St. Lawrence River at a point 120 miles below 
Quebec. The facilities, operated by the National Harbours Board, include 2,750 linear 
feet of wharf, providing 5 berths for ships of 26-foot draft and one berth for coastal 
vessels; one Open mooring berth with a draft of 20 feet for oil tankers; a concrete 
transit shed, 400 feet by 60 feet and a frame shed, 150 feet by 40 feet, and about 8,500 


feet of standard gauge railway tracks connecting with the Canadian National Railways. 


TRAFFIC 


The 1963 navigation season opened on April 17th and closed December 2nd. 


Cargo tonnage during 1963 totalled 429,917 tons, up 5% from 1962, and established a 
new record for the second successive year. Greater domestic imports of fuel oil were 
responsible for the increase, rising by 12% to 263,741 tons. Bituminous coal increased 
by 16% to 12,155 tons and gasoline totalled 147,313 tons, a decrease of 5%. 


Vessel arrivals totalled 162 and their aggregate net registered tonnage of 244,012 was 


4% greater than the previous record year of 1962. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $10,739. Capital expenditures 


amounted to $3,171 which was provided from revenues.

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HARBOUR OF QUEBEC 


The Harbour of Quebec is situated on the St. Lawrence River, about 160 miles below 
Montreal. Itis open to all ocean navigation for about 8 months in the year and to coastal 
and limited ocean navigation the year round. The facilities, operated by the National 
Harbours Board, include 21,600 linear feet of berthing, providing 29 deepsea berths 
and 14 berths for coastal shipping. There are 9 transit sheds with a total floor area of 
about 736,000 square feet; 23 miles of standard gauge terminal railway, connected 
with both Canadian railways; a grain elevator with a capacity of 6,000,000 bushels and 
2,000 linear feet of shipping galleries, with a shipping capacity of 90,000 bushels per 
hour; 4 marine towers for unloading boats; also a modern cold storage warehouse with 
a capacity of 500,000 cubic feet, and a fish-house with a capacity of 1,000,000 pounds; 
a floating crane of 75-ton capacity, and a locomotive crane with a capacity of 25 tons. 


TRAFFIC 


Ocean vessels entering the harbour numbered 962 as compared with 982 the previous 
year and their net registered tonnage showed a decrease of 5%. Coastal vessel arrivals 
totalled 2,644, down 166 from 1962, but the net registered tonnage of this traffic in- 
creased by 9%. 


Despite a short work stoppage due to labour-management disputes beyond the 
Board's jurisdiction, cargo volume reached an all-time high with 5,729,023 tons handled, 
an increase of 22% over last year’s period. The Russian order boosted grain exports 
to 691,699 tons in comparison to the 1962 tonnage of 299,960 and receipts of both 
domestic and American grain showed substantially heavy gains. Domestic imports of 
pulpwood rose by 20% and bituminous coal by 2% while exports of asbestos, which 
have been steadily growing since 1952, totalled 280,058 tons. Newsprint exports were 
up by 10% and expanded construction in the province was mainly responsible for 
notable increases in cement and rock and stone tonnage. 


Gasoline and fuel oil volumes decreased by 5% and 4% respectively. Other commodities 
which dropped from last year's period included iron and steel products, lumber, ores 
and concentrates and motor vehicles and parts. 


Passenger traffic totalled 28,196 landings and embarkations as compared with 39,153 
in 1962. Revenue cars handled by the Terminal Railway increased by 9% and greater 
activity was recorded at the Board’s Cold Storage Warehouse with a total volume 
increase of 17% in commodities handled.

Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $529,844. Expenditures on 
capital account amounted to $982,830 which was provided from revenues.

HARBOUR OF TROIS-RIVIERES 


The Harbour of Trois-Riviéres is situated at the confluence of the St. Lawrence and 
St. Maurice Rivers, about 80 miles below Montreal. It is open to all navigation for about 
nine months each year and to limited ocean navigation the year round. The facilities, 
operated by the National Harbours Board, include 9,000 linear feet of wharves which 
provide 15 deepsea berths with a minimum water depth of 30 feet and basin with 35 
feet, and 4 berths for coastal or small vessels. There are 11 transit sheds with a total 
floor area of 350,644 square feet. 


TRAFFIC 


Ice-reinforced vessels again maintained a winter shipping schedule to the port with 
the first arrival being made on January 1st. The first vessel of standard construction 
arrived on January 23rd and the last departure was recorded at the year’s end on 
December 31st. 


The trend toward larger vessels continued with a decrease in total arrivals of 177 and 
an increase of 307,113 in net registered tonnage compared to 1962. Ocean vessel 
arrivals increased by 34 with an aggregate net registered tonnage gain of 179,564 over 
the previous year. 


Traffic was interrupted briefly by labour-management disputes beyond the jurisdiction 
of the Board, but total cargo tonnage amounted to 5,009,101 and established a new 
record for the port. Inward movements of American grain increased by 82% and grain 
exports were up 75%. Sales of wheat to Russia and expanded facilities of the Three 
Rivers Grain and Elevator Company were responsible for much of the increase. Imports 
of fuel oil rose by 53%, due to increased bunkering and the development of the port as 
a point of transit for this commodity. Marked decreases in sulphur imports are expected 
to continue as a result of a shift by the local paper industry to molten sulphur shipped 
by rail from Western Canada. 


Domestic imports of pulpwood were down by 165,697 tons due to a program of inventory 
adjustment by the paper producers. Labour-management disputes were mainly respon- 
sible for smaller imports of bituminous coal, the movement of which is expected to 
stabilize in 1964. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $54,540. Expenditures on 
capital account amounted to $331,497 which was provided from revenues.

HARBOUR OF MONTREAL 


The Harbour of Montreal is situated on the St. Lawrence River, approximately 1,000 
miles inland from the Atlantic coast. The ship channel of which approximately 100 
miles is dredged channel, provides a minimum depth of 35 feet. The harbour is served 
by both Canadian railways connected to the harbour front by 61 miles of terminal 
railway operated by the National Harbours Board. The Board also operates main piers, 
wharves and jetties providing 129 berths, totalling about 12% miles of berthing accom- 
modations; 40 transit sheds, with an aggregate floor area of 3,300,000 square feet; also 
5 grain elevators, with a total storage capacity of 22,262,000 bushels and 4 miles of 
grain conveyor galleries with a shipping capacity in excess of 3,000,000 bushels per 
13-hour day; and a cold storage warehouse with a capacity of 2,900,000 cubic feet. 
The St. Lawrence Seaway Authority self-propelled 275-ton capacity floating crane 


S.L.S. “Hercules” is available for commercial lifts. 


TRAFFIC 


Ocean vessels strengthened for navigation in ice arrived at the port as early as February 
28th after prior visits to another St. Lawrence River port, while the first to enter direct 
from overseas berthed on March 12th. Preceding these arrivals, the Canadian tanker 
S.S. ‘J. Edouard Simard” had entered on January 30th and completed six round trips 
between Montreal and Quebec. The first ocean ship not reinforced for ice operation 
arrived on March 28th and the last departure for an overseas destination was made 
on December 24th. 


Ocean vessel arrivals numbered 3,369, down 8% from 1962, and their net registered 
tonnage showed a drop of 7%. Coastal craft recorded increases of 2% and 19% in 


number and net registered tonnage respectively. 


Despite a brief work interruption caused by labour-management disputes beyond the 
Board’s jurisdiction, cargo handled during the year totalled 22,654,403 tons, second 
only to the record season of 1961. Grain exports, boosted by the Russian contract,

rose by 65% to 3,372,771 tons and grain receipts showed a correspondingly heavy increase. Crude oil imports dropped 
by 33% due to a greater movement through the Portland pipeline while the total tonnage of fuel oil was up by 6%. 
Heavy construction in Northern Quebec resulted in an increased passage of cement, the tonnage of which rose by 
56% over the previous year, and the diversion to Montreal of substantial volumes of phosphate rock produced an 
increase in this commodity of 53%. A decline in coal tonnage follows the continuing trend to the use of oil and natural 
gas for heating and power purposes. 


Increased activity was recorded in Cold Storage Warehouse operations and in revenue cars handled by the Terminal 
Railway. Passenger traffic continued to drop with a decrease of 643 landings and embarkations from the previous year. 


During 1963, the first complete year of operation, traffic across Champlain Bridge totalled 2,683,679 vehicles. Records 
of vehicles crossing Jacques-Cartier Bridge are not available since the removal of tolls in 1962. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $2,387,855. Expenditures on capital account amounted to 
$6,993,203, of which $612,160 was provided from replacement fund, and $1,900,000 from revenues. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS—BRIDGES 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at Jacques-Cartier Bridge at a total cost of $124,246 and at Champlain Bridge 
at a total cost of $53,350. Expenditures on capital account for Champlain Bridge amounted to $2,745,043.

PRESCOTT ELEVATOR 


Prescott Elevator is situated on the St. Lawrence River, about 118 miles upstream from 
Montreal and 60 miles downstream from Kingston. The facilities, operated by the 
National Harbours Board, include a grain elevator with a storage capacity of 5,500,000 
bushels with 4 travelling marine towers, each with an unloading capacity of 35,000 
bushels per hour, and facilities to load ocean vessels at the rate of 80,000 bushels per 
hour; 5,400 linear feet of wharf, and adequate railway trackage. A transit shed, 200 


feet by 60 feet, is available for the handling of general cargo. 


TRAFFIC 


Navigation opened on April 15th and the first vessel unloaded at Prescott on May 2nd. 
Navigation closed on December 18th with the arrival of the ‘‘Leecliffe Hall’’ for winter 


berthing. 


Total grain shipments showed an increase of 9% over the previous year. Due to the 
Russian contract, elevator facilities experienced a brisk movement of export grain via 
water during the latter part of the season and total water-borne shipments increased 
by 6% over 1962. Rail shipments showed a slight decline while truck deliveries rose 
by 23%. 


In addition to grain, 27,718 tons of general cargo passed over Board facilities at Pres- 
cott Elevator. Of this traffic, nearly 8,000 tons were handled through the transit shed; 
the greater part of the remainder consisting of coal and bulk salt passing over open 


areas. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $99,230. Expenditures on 


capital account amounted to $80,341 which was provided from revenues.

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PORT COLBORNE ELEVATOR 


Port Colborne Elevator is situated at the southern or Lake Erie entrance of the Welland 
Ship Canal. The facilities, operated by the National Harbours Board, include 2,400 
linear feet of wharf and a grain elevator with a storage capacity of 3,000,000 bushels 
with 4 marine legs having an unloading capacity of 18,000 bushels per hour each and 
vessel loading facilities of 7 shipping spouts and 5 shipping bins with a loading capa- 
city of 100,000 bushels per hour. 


TRAFFIC 


The navigation season opened on May 11th with the arrival of a cargo of No. 5 Wheat 
for transfer to St. Lawrence River ports and closed December 23rd. 


Grain elevator receipts totalled 8,217,931 bushels, down 23% from 1962, while total 
shipments rose to 10,853,600 bushels—an increase of 6% over the previous year. 
Water and truck shipments each increased by 13% and rail shipments showed a 


decrease of 76%. 


The importance of transfer elevators in the grain trade has declined since the opening 
of the St. Lawrence Seaway, but shipments from Port Colborne Elevator are expected 


to maintain a fairly constant average of about 10 million bushels per year. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $94,803. There were no 


expenditures chargeable to capital account for the year 1963.

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HARBOUR OF CHURCHILL 


The Harbour of Churchill is situated at the entrance of the Churchill River on the 
west side of Hudson Bay. It is open to navigation from about the 26th of July to the 
middle of October. The facilities operated by the National Harbours Board include 
3,065 linear feet of wharf, providing 5 deepsea berths with a minimum depth of 32 feet 
and one coastal berth with a minimum depth of 20 feet; a transit shed, 476 feet long by 
173 feet wide; a grain elevator with a storage capacity of 5,000,000 bushels, equipped 
with galleries and spouts allowing the loading of 3 ships at a time; railway tracks along 
the wharf; a locomotive crane of 15-ton capacity and a 2%-cubic yard crawler crane. 


TRAFFIC 


The first ocean vessel of the 1963 season arrived at Churchill on July 27th and the 
last sailing for an overseas destination was made on October 20th. The port established 
a new record for grain exports, shipping a total of 22,864,411 bushels to foreign markets 
and eclipsing 1959, the next biggest year, by nearly 732,000 bushels. 


These exports were shipped by 48 ocean-going vessels carrying an average cargo of 
476,342 bushels compared to 58 ocean vessels in 1959 with an average cargo of 381,593 
bushels. In addition to export grain, a cargo of 5,386 tons of one feed screenings and 
110,116 bushels of mixed feed oats was shipped to Montreal for domestic consumption. 


During the season, the port also exported 3,011 tons of nickel, a decrease of 33% from 
the previous year, and 366 tons of crude cobalt oxide. General cargo imported con- 
sisted of a wide variety of commodities including glass, liquor, toys, earthenware and 
fetilizer. There was the regular volume of domestic traffic to various missions, 
Hudson's Bay Company posts, R.C.M.P. detachments and government departments 
carried by Hudson’s Bay Company and government ships. 


Three oil tankers entered the port with 39,218 tons of petroleum products and one 
tanker left with 10,677 tons of petroleum products which were removed from the United 
States Strategic Air Command at Fort Churchill. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $258,941. Capital expendi- 
tures amounted to $720,582 which was provided from revenues.

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HARBOUR OF VANCOUVER 


The Harbour of Vancouver, situated in Burrard Inlet on the west coast of British 
Columbia, with direct access to the Pacific Ocean through the Straits of Georgia and 
Juan de Fuca, is served by the Canadian National, Canadian Pacific, Pacific Great 
Eastern and Great Northern Railways. The entrance channel to the harbour, which is 
open the year round, has a minimum depth of 39 feet. The National Harbours Board 
has piers, wharves and jetties with about 11,900 linear feet of berthing, providing 21 
deepsea berths and 8 berths for coastal shipping, also 7 transit sheds with an aggregate 
floor area of about 678,000 square feet. The Board's 4 grain elevators have a total stor- 
age capacity of 10,838,500 bushels, a combined loading capacity of about 200,000 
bushels per hour and 1% miles of conveyor galleries. Besides, there are storage tanks 
with a capacity of over 870,000 imperial gallons for the handling of fish and vegetable 
oils, open wharves, booming grounds and special wharves are also provided for the 
fishing industry, one being completed with a shed, a small ice plant and freezing 
equipment for processing fish. A 40-ton fixed derrick is installed on Lapointe Pier. 


TRAFFIC 


Cargo tonnage handled during 1963 exceeded by far all previous years, the total of 
16,923,168 tons representing an overall gain of 16% over 1962, the former record year. 


Grain and lumber exports both set new records. A total of 5,087,043 tons of grain left 
the port compared with 4,602,932 tons in 1962, substantial sales to Russia contributing 
to the increase and producing, in addition, an 80% jump in flour shipments. Foreign 
exports of lumber and logs reached a high of 1,207,837 tons compared with 931,639. 
tons for the same period last year and there were notable increases in exports of coal, 
ores and concentrates, potash and sulphur, the latter two being new export products. 


A decrease of 44% from the previous year was noted in imported motor vehicles and 
imports of fuel oil dropped by 41%. In general, however, the overall cargo picture for 
1963 shows increases in most commodities and thus reflects the high level of activity 
shared by all the National Harbours during the past year. 


A substantial reduction in coastal passenger traffic follows the trend established with 
the re-location of coastal passenger terminals at Horseshoe Bay and Tsawwasen. 
Ocean passenger traffic continues to drop with a total of 16,075 landings and embark- 
ations compared to 20,052 the year before. 


The number of ocean vessel arrivals showed a slight decrease but, in line with the 
world trend toward larger ships, this drop was offset by a 4% increase in net registered 
tonnage. Coastal vessels entering the harbour decreased by 13% in number and their 
net registered tonnage dropped 29% from the previous year. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $318,338. Capital expendi- 
tures amounted to $1,089,526 which was provided from revenues.

Sir — Pursuant to Section 32 of the National Harbours Board Act, we have the honour to submit 
the twenty-ninth annual report of the National Harbours Board, covering the operations for the 
calendar year 1964, of the harbours of Halifax, Saint John, Chicoutimi, Quebec, Trois-Riviéres, 
Montreal, Churchill and Vancouver, and the Government grain elevators at Prescott and Port 
Colborne. The traffic statistics contained in this report include shipping and cargo at both National 
Harbours Board facilities and private facilities where they exist. 


SHIPPING 
Shipping tonnage in 1964 was up by 4.9% from the previous year and the number of vessel arrivals 
increased by .8%. The following statement shows the number and tonnage of vessels which arrived 
at harbours under the administration of the Board in each of the past five years:

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CARGO TONNAGE Cargo tonnage at the National Harbours reached an all-time high, eclipsing the 


previous record year of 1963 by 8%. Aggregate cargo tonnage in 1964 was 71,404,617 
as compared with 66,009,534 in 1963, an increase of 5,395,083 tons. 


Grain traffic increased from 19,125,585 tons in 1963 to 21,384,701 tons, an increase of 
2,259,116 tons, or approximately 12%. 


Considering all commodities with aggregate tonnages in excess of 200,000 there 
were increases in grain, fuel oil, crude gypsum, gasoline, asbestos, newsprint, ores 
and concentrates, wheat flour, motor vehicles and parts, lumber, sand and gravel, 
sulphur, woodpulp, hog fuel and potash. Decreases were shown in crude oil, raw 


sugar, pulpwood, bituminous coal, iron ore, cement, phosphate rock and logs. 


Foreign inward traffic increased 244,774 tons or 1.4%, and foreign outward traffic 
increased 3,654,442 tons, or 16.1% compared with 1963. Domestic traffic inward 
increased 984,051 tons, or 6.3% and domestic traffic outward increased 511,916 tons 
or 4.9% compared with 1963.

Harbours Operating income in 1964 amounted to $30,102,091 as compared with $27,288,255 in the previous year, 
and Elevators an increase of $2,813,836. 


Expenses of administration, operation and maintenance in 1964 were $19,253,468, as against $18,020,714 
in the previous year, an increase of $1,232,754. 

Salaries and wages amounted to $12,854,600, as compared with $12,518,000 in 1963. Retirement benefits 
for employees cost $495,000 by way of contribution to the Public Service Superannuation Account. 
Maintenance expenses in 1964 were $4,413,511, as compared with $4,443,570 in the previous year. 

Net operating income was $10,848,623, as against $9,267,541 in 1963, an increase of $1,581,082. 

After taking into account other income and deducting special charges, including interest on debt and 


reserve for replacement of capital assets, operations for 1964 resulted in a net loss of $980,857 as 
compared with $2,327,860 in 1963. 


Operating income in 1964 amounted to $783,853 as compared with $600,137 in the previous year, an 
increase of $183,716. 

Expenses of administration, operation and maintenance in 1964 were $702,018, as against $681,294 in 
the previous year, an increase of $20,724. 


Bridges 


Salaries and wages amounted to $273,400, as compared with $232,000 in 1963. Retirement benefits for 
employees cost $16,900 by way of contribution to the Public Service Superannuation Account. 


Maintenance expenses in 1964 were $182,489, as compared with $177,596 in the previous year. 
Net operating profit was $81,835, as against a net operating loss of $81,157 in 1963. 


After deducting special charges, including interest on debt and reserve for replacement of capital assets, 
operations for 1964 resulted in a net loss of $2,396,700 as compared with $2,178,223 in 1963.

TARIFFS AND REGULATIONS 


Major tariff changes in 1964 were the reissue of By-law B-1 covering Harbour Dues at eastern 
ports, By-law Vancouver B-1 covering Harbour Dues at Vancouver, and By-law Vancouver 
B-4 (a) covering Wharf Charges at Vancouver. An amendment to increase dockage charges 
was made to By-law B-2 covering Dockage, Buoyage and Anchorage Charges at eastern 
ports and By-law Vancouver B-4 (a) was amended to bring rates more into line with 
Operating costs. Several commutations and reductions were issued to provide relief from 
charges in certain specific cases.

CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 


Expenditures on capital account in 1964 totalled $18,769,227. Of this amount, $6,189,371 has been 
or will be provided by the Government on a non-repayable basis for works in connection with the 
1967 World Exhibition; $3,619,252 has been or will be financed by advances from the Government, 
bearing interest at the rate prevailing at the date of such advances; $1,954,342 has been or will 
be provided from Replacement Funds and $7,006,262 from other funds.

Major construction projects completed or in progress during 1964 included new or improved wharves at Montreal and 
Vancouver; new transit sheds at Halifax, Saint John, Quebec, Trois-Riviéres and Montreal; new office buildings at Quebec 
and Trois-Riviéres; additions and/or improvements to grain elevators, loading and unloading facilities and equipment at 
Halifax, Quebec, Montreal, Churchill and Vancouver; expansion and/or improvements to the electrical system at Montreal, 
and additions and/or improvements to the cold storage facilities at Quebec and Montreal. The construction of a new water- 
main, approaches and landscaping and fencing were a few major contracts connected to the construction of Champlain 
Bridge. Uncompleted work at the end of the year on major contracts amounted to approximately $3,000,000.

As at December 31, 1964, reserve funds for replacement of capital assets, for insurance, for 
workmen’s compensation and special maintenance amounted to $67,642,151, the increase in 
the year being $1,133,852. 


The reserves consist of cash on deposit with the Receiver General $10,475,236, and investments 
in authorized securities, book value $57,166,915, market value $52,847,862. In addition, miscel- 
laneous funds were held in the amount of $167,069, represented by cash on deposit with the 
Receiver General, $81,639, and authorized investments, book value $85,430, market value $82,649. 


Surplus funds invested in bonds amounted to $3,423,415 book value, market value $3,429,556.

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HARBOUR 


OF HALIFAX 


The Harbour of Halifax, situated on the Atlantic Coast of Nova Scotia, is approached 
directly from the ocean by a channel with a minimum depth of 50 feet at low tide. It is 
open to navigation the year round and is served by both the Canadian National and the 
Canadian Pacific Railways. The National Harbours Board operates wharves and piers 
having about 19,000 linear feet of berthing, which provide 32 deep-water berths. Paved 
open areas of 233,000 square feet are provided at Pier A-1. Other open areas are avail- 
able at Richmond and Deep Water Terminals. There are 19 transit sheds with an 
aggregate floor area of about 1,245,000 square feet including frost-proof areas. In ad- 
dition, the Board operates a 4,152,500-bushel grain elevator with a maximum loading 
capacity of 90,000 bushels per hour and a marine tower with an unloading capacity of 
15,000 bushels per hour; also, a cold storage terminal warehouse with about 1,719,000 
cubic feet of storage space, completely fitted with sharp-freezing, storing and packing 
equipment, and ample rail connections. Several floating cranes are available with 
capacities ranging from 15 to 80 tons. 


TRAFFIC 


Accompanied by an increase of 11% in net registered tonnage, ocean vessel entries 
rose to 1,734, a gain of 125 over the previous year. Coastal vessel arrivals decreased 
by 22 with a drop of 2% in net registered tonnage. 


Cargo volume reached a record high of 9,628,658 tons, eclipsing 1963, the previous 
record period, by 12%. Imports of crude oil registered the greatest gain, increasing 
by nearly 300,000 tons, or 11%. Exports of crude gypsum increased by 178,000 tons, 
up 11% over 1963. Export grain reached a non-war year record of 564,143 tons as a 
result of the Russian wheat contract which was also responsible for an 82% rise in 
flour exports. Lumber exports and imports of motor vehicles increased by 23% and 
32% respectively. 


Substantial increases over the previous year were recorded for apples, cement, canned 
and preserved foods, grain products, paper and manufactured goods. Decreases were 
noted in copper matte, feeds, canned milk, oil meal, rubber and vegetable oils. 


Overall passenger landings and embarkations, including coastal passengers, dropped 
by 5% for a total of 17,213. 


The Board's Cold Storage Warehouse experienced a busy year in handling 47,826 
tons compared with 42,155 tons the previous season. The major commodities stored 
were fish, poultry, frozen packaged foods and meats. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $467,897. Expenditures on 
capital account amounted to $890,050 of which $358,383 was provided from replace- 
ment fund and $531,667 from revenues.

HARBOUR OF SAINT JOHN 


The Harbour of Saint John, situated at the mouth of the Saint John River on the north 
shore of the Bay of Fundy, is open to navigation the year round and is served by both 
the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian National Railways. It is accessible from the 
sea by a main channel, 600 feet wide, with a minimum depth of 30 feet at extreme low 
tide. The National Harbours Board operates wharves and piers with about 14,600 linear 
feet of berthing, providing 27 deepsea berths and 6 berths for coastal shipping. There 
are 16 transit sheds, with an aggregate floor space of about 1,004,000 square feet, in- 
cluding 132,900 square feet of frost-proof storage, all with rail connections. The Board’s 
grain elevator, on the west side of the harbour, has a storage capacity of 1,576,800 
bushels, and is connected to 9 of the berths by over 2 miles of conveyor galleries with 
a shipping capacity of 60,000 bushels per hour. Two locomotive cranes and one 65-ton 
floating crane are available. 


TRAFFIC 


During 1964, there were 11 fewer ocean vessel arrivals than the previous year but net 
registered tonnage increased by 3,327. Coastal entries totalled 1,368, up 202 from 1963, 
and the net registered tonnage of this traffic increased by 15%. 


Cargo volume totalled 6,262,591 tons, an increase of 6% and a new record for Saint 
John. Due to expanding markets in refined petroleum products, crude oil imports 
increased by 7% compared to 1963. Traffic in fertilizer, as a result of substantial exports 
to Cuba, totalled 150,000 tons and lumber exports originating locally in fairly large 
volume boosted shipments by more than 30,000 tons. Larger movements of imported 
foreign cars increased the overall tonnage of motor vehicles and parts by 538%. Notable 
increases were recorded in fuel oil, gasoline, wheat flour, newsprint-and wood-pulp. 


Commodities in which decreases were observed included potatoes, refined copper, 
raw sugar, sulphur, oil cake and oil cake meal and crude rubber. 


Overall passenger traffic declined by 6%, with landings and embarkations totalling 
102,525 as compared to 108,525 the previous year. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $306,024. Expenditures on 
capital account amounted to $808,164, of which $658,614 was provided from replace- 
ment fund, and $150,000 from revenues.

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HARBOUR OF CHICOUTIMI 


The Harbour of Chicoutimi is situated on the Saguenay River, about 75 miles from its 
mouth. The Saguenay flows into the St. Lawrence River at a point 120 miles below 
Quebec. The facilities, operated by the National Harbours Board, include 2,750 linear 
feet of wharf, providing 5 berths for ships of 26-foot draft and one berth for coastal 
vessels; One open mooring berth with a draft of 20 feet for oil tankers; a concrete 
transit shed, 400 feet by 60 feet and a frame shed, 150 feet by 40 feet, and about 8,500 


feet of standard gauge railway tracks connecting with the Canadian National Railways. 


TRAFFIC 


The 1964 navigation season opened on April 17th and closed December 8rd. 


Cargo volume totalled 477,524 tons, an increase of 11% over 1963 and the third succes- 
sive record breaking year for Chicoutimi. Larger domestic imports of fuel oil and gaso- 
line contributed toward the increase with new quantities of soda ash which moved 


for the first time through the port. Bituminous coal decreased by 1,447 tons, or 10%. 


Vessel arrivals totalled 156 and their aggregate net registered tonnage of 281,313 was 


11% greater than the previous record year of 1963. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $8,517. There were no 


expenditures chargeable to capital account for the year 1964.

HARBOUR OF QUEBEC 


The Harbour of Quebec is situated on the St. Lawrence River, about 160 miles below 
Montreal. It is open to all ocean navigation for about 9 months in the year and to coastal 
and limited ocean navigation the year round. The facilities, operated by the National 
Harbours Board, include 21,600 linear feet of berthing, providing 29 deepsea berths 
and 14 berths for coastal shipping. There are 10 transit sheds with a total floor area of 
about 659,400 square feet; 23 miles of standard gauge terminal railway, connected 
with both Canadian railways; a grain elevator with a capacity of 8,000,000 bushels and 
2,000 linear feet of shipping galleries, with a shipping capacity of 90,000 bushels per 
hour; 4 marine towers for unloading boats; also a modern cold storage warehouse 
with a capacity of 500,000 cubic feet, and a fish-house with a capacity of 1,000,000 
pounds; a floating crane of 75-ton capacity, and a locomotive crane with a capacity 
of 25 tons. 


TRAFFIC 


Ocean vessels entering the harbour numbered 993 as compared with 962 the previous 
year. Net registered tonnage, however, was down by 4% due to the somewhat smaller 
size of ocean ships which called in 1964. Coastal arrivals decreased by 168, but larger 
vessels engaged in this trade increased net registered tonnage by 10,000 tons. 


For the second successive year, a record in cargo volume was established at Quebec. 
Overall tonnage totalled 6,258,920 as compared with 5,729,023 in 1963, an increase of 9%. 
Grain deliveries were up by 9%, rising from 691,846 tons in 1963 to 755,645 tons in 1964, 
and notable increases were also recorded in scrap metal, newsprint, ore concentrates, 
iron and steel and lumber. Salt, linerboard and bulk sand were handled for the first 
time in 1964. 


Fertilizer, a commodity which fluctuates from year to year, was down by 78%, and 
fewer transhipments were responsible for a decrease of 6% in fuel oil volumes. 


Passenger traffic continued to decline with 17,368 landings and embarkations made 
in 1964 as compared with 28,196 the previous year. Revenue cars handled by the Ter- 
minal Railway increased by 18% and tonnage recorded at the Board's Cold Storage 
Warehouse rose by 13%. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 

Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $626,088. Expenditures on 
capital account amounted to $3,197,163 of which $385,055 was provided from replace- 
ment fund and $1,314,539 from revenues.

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HARBOUR OF TROIS-RIVIERES 


The Harbour of Trois-Riviéres is situated at the confluence of the St. Lawrence and 
St. Maurice Rivers, about 80 miles below Montreal. It is open to all navigation for about 
nine months each year and to limited ocean navigation the year round. The facilities, 
operated by the National Harbours Board, include 9,000 linear feet of wharves which 
provide 15 deepsea berths with a minimum water depth of 30 feet and basin with 35 
feet, and 4 berths for coastal or small vessels. There are 11 transit sheds with a total 
floor area of 479,434 square feet. 


TRAFFIC 

Vessel entries again were made during the winter with the first arrival, the Russian 
M.V. Vyborg, berthing on January 2nd to load grain. The M.V. Broma/m was loaded 
and ready to sail on December 31st. 


There were 591 ocean vessel entries in 1964 as compared with 630 the previous year 
and net registered tonnage dropped by 4%. The number of coastal arrivals was down 
by 426 vessels with a decrease in net registered tonnage of 6%. 


For the second successive year, the port established a record for cargo volume. 
Tonnage totalled 5,192,812 as compared with 5,009,101 tons in 1963, larger grain ship- 
ments being almost entirely responsible for the increase. Greater quantities of asbestos 
shipped to the port from Newfoundland contributed toward a total gain of 7% in this 
commodity and increases were also recorded in gasoline, chemicals and semi- 
processed aluminum. 


The total volume of fuel oil was down by 11%, due partially to less bunkering activity 
at the port and increased movements by highway transport were partly responsible 
for an 18% decrease in domestic imports of pulpwood. Bituminous coal continued to 
decline while newsprint exports remained comparable with the previous year.

Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $48,425. Expenditures on 
capital account amounted to $873,588 of which $400,000 was provided from replacement 
fund and $473,588 from revenues.

HARBOUR OF MONTREAL 


The Harbour of Montreal is situated on the St. Lawrence River, approximately 1,000 
miles inland from the Atlantic coast. The ship channel of which approximately 100 
miles is dredged channel, provides a minimum depth of 35 feet. The harbour is served 
by both Canadian railways connected to the harbour front by 61 miles of terminal 
railway operated by the National Harbours Board. The Board also operates main piers, 
wharves and jetties providing 129 berths, totalling about 12% miles of berthing accom- 
modations; 38 transit sheds, with an aggregate floor area of 3,400,000 square feet; also 
5 grain elevators, with a total storage capacity of 22,262,000 bushels and 4 miles of 
grain conveyor galleries with a shipping capacity in excess of 3,000,000 bushels per 
13-hour day; and a cold storage warehouse with a capacity of 2,900,000 cubic feet. 
The St. Lawrence Seaway Authority self-propelled 275-ton capacity floating crane 


S.L.S. “Hercules” is available for commercial lifts. 


TRAFFIC 


The first ocean vessel strengthened for navigation in ice to enter direct from overseas 
in 1964 berthed at the port on January 4th. Again, the first coastal arrival was the S.S. 
“J. Edouard Simard” which berthed on February 2nd and completed fifteen round trips 
between Montreal and Quebec from January to March. The first ocean ship not rein- 
forced for ice operation arrived on March 23rd and the last departure for an overseas 


destination was made on December 24th. 


Ocean vessel entries numbered 3,667, up 9% from the previous year, and their net 
registered tonnage increased by 10%. Coastal arrivals increased by 3% and 2% in 


number and net registered tonnage respectively. 


Cargo volume totalled 23,070,920 tons, establishing a new record and eclipsing the 
previous record season of 1961 by 155,633 tons. Due chiefly to the contract with Russia, 
grain shipments again increased substantially, and an increase of approximately 
423,000 tons in total fuel oil volume is attributed to a growth in local demand and new 


transhipment business. Greater local demand was also responsible in part for a 255,000

ton increase in gasoline tonnage, along with improved facilities by private companies for the reception of water-borne 
cargoes. The development of new overseas markets by Canadian producers contributed toward a substantial increase 
in chemicals. Stronger world demand produced an increase in iron and steel scrap exports while the heavy construction 
program underway in Canada resulted in greater quantities of imported iron and steel. 


Different traffic patterns resulted in a decrease of nearly one million tons in imported crude oil, and reduced gypsum 
volumes were caused by smaller stockpiling of this commodity. Coal tonnage continued to decline, following the trend 
toward the use of oil and natural gas. 


Tonnage received and delivered at the Cold Storage Warehouse showed a decrease of 4%, while revenue cars handled 
by the Terminal Railway rose by 26%. Passenger traffic continued to decline with 14,244 fewer landings and embarkations 
than 1963. 


Traffic across Champlain Bridge in 1964 totalled 3,913,581 vehicles. Records of vehicles crossing Jacques-Cartier Bridge 
are not available since the removal of tolls in 1962. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $2,172,377. Expenditures on capital account amounted to 
$2,729,379, which was provided from revenues. 


Expenditures on 1967 World Exhibition for which funds were provided by the Government on a non-repayable basis 
amounted to $6,189,371. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS — BRIDGES 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at Jacques-Cartier Bridge at a total cost of $146,390 and at Champlain Bridge 
at a total cost of $36,099. Expenditures on capital account for Champlain Bridge amounted to $2,021,233.

PRESCOTT ELEVATOR 


Prescott Elevator is situated on the St. Lawrence River, about 118 miles upstream from 
Montreal and 60 miles downstream from Kingston. The facilities, operated by the 
National Harbours Board, include a grain elevator with a storage capacity of 5,500,000 
bushels with 4 travelling marine towers, each with an unloading capacity of 35,000 
bushels per hour, and facilities to load ocean vessels at the rate of 80,000 bushels per 
hour; 5,400 linear feet of wharf, and adequate railway trackage. A transit shed, 200 


feet by 60 feet, is available for the handling of general cargo. 


TRAFFIC 


Navigation opened on April 4th when the ‘‘Capt. C. D. Secord” arrived from Port 
Colborne for unloading. Navigation closed on December 15th with the arrival of the 


‘‘Mohawk Deer” for winter berthing. 


Grain volume showed a considerable decrease in 1964, due mainly to the loss of 
export grain to Montreal and improved facilities at lower St. Lawrence ports. A trend 
toward the domestic market for Prescott facilities was reflected in the growth of truck 
deliveries which increased by 10% over 1963. Rail shipments continued to decline, 


dropping 10% from the previous year. 


In addition to grain, 20,747 tons of general cargo passed over Board facilities at Prescott 
Elevator. Of this traffic, approximately 6,700 tons were handled through the transit 


shed, the bulk of the remainder consisting of coal and iron ore passing over open areas. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $94,339. Expenditures on 


capital account amounted to. $4,484 which was provided from revenues.

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PORT COLBORNE ELEVATOR 
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Port Colborne Elevator is situated at the southern or Lake Erie entrance of the Welland 
Ship Canal. The facilities, operated by the National Harbours Board, include 2,400 
linear feet of wharf and a grain elevator with a storage capacity of 3,000,000 bushels 
with 4 marine legs having an unloading capacity of 18,000 bushels per hour each and 
vessel loading facilities of 7 shipping spouts and 5 shipping bins with a loading capa- 


city of 100,000 bushels per hour. 


TRAFFIC 


The navigation season opened on April 14th with the arrival of the “Lemoyne” from 


Port Arthur and closed December 7th with the unloading of the ‘‘Algosteel”’. 


Grain elevator receipts totalled 15,143,910 bushels, an increase of 84% over 1963, 
while total shipments rose by 19% to 12,908,929 bushels. Water and rail deliveries 


increased by 14% and 350% respectively while truck deliveries decreased by 6%. 


Increased activity at the elevator during 1964 may be explained in part by the movement 


of 1,995,427 bushels of Eastern wheat and 124,408 bushels of American corn. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $70,068. There were no 


expenditures chargeable to capital account for the year 1964.

HARBOUR OF CHURCHILL 


The Harbour of Churchill is situated at the entrance of the Churchill River on the 
west side of Hudson Bay. It is open to navigation from about the 26th of July to the 
middle of October. The facilities operated by the National Harbours Board include 
3,065 linear feet of wharf, providing 5 deepsea berths with a minimum depth of 34 feet 
and one coastal berth with a minimum depth of 20 feet; a transit shed, 476 feet long by 
173 feet wide; a grain elevator with a storage capacity of 5,000,000 bushels, equipped 
with galleries and spouts allowing the loading of 3 ships at a time; railway tracks along 
the wharf; and a 2%-cubic yard crawler crane. 


TRAFFIC 


The first ocean vessel of the 1964 season arrived at Churchill on August 2nd and the 
last sailing for an overseas destination was made on October 11th. The port shipped 
a total of 21,644,774 bushels of wheat in forty-one cargoes and 3,744 tons of one feed 
screenings in two cargoes. The wheat export volume was a decrease from the previous 
year of 5%. 


The port also exported 3,834 tons of nickel, a gain in this commodity of 27%. Imported 
general cargo totalled 1,596 tons and consisted of a variety of commodities including 
fertilizer, glass, curling stones, fire bricks, steel rolls, chemicals, alcoholic beverages 
and dry-goods. There was the usual volume of domestic traffic to various missions, 
Hudson's Bay Company posts, R.C.M.P. detachments and government departments. 


Two oil tankers entered the port during 1964 with a total of 36,272 tons of petroleum 
products. The largest single cargo ever to leave from Churchill was carried by the 
M.V. ‘‘Silksworth” which sailed with 901,600 bushels of various grades of wheat. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $291,986. Capital expendi- 
tures amounted to $453,456 of which $152,290 was provided from replacement fund and 
$200,716 from revenues.

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HARBOUR OF VANCOUVER 


The Harbour of Vancouver, situated in Burrard Inlet on the west coast of British 
Columbia, with direct access to the Pacific Ocean through the Straits of Georgia and 
Juan de Fuca, is served by the Canadian National, Canadian Pacific, Pacific Great 
Eastern and Great Northern Railways. The entrance channel to the harbour, which is 
open the year round, has a minimum depth of 39 feet. The National Harbours Board 
has piers, wharves and jetties with about 13,500 linear feet of berthing, providing 23 
deepsea berths and 3 berths for coastal shipping, also 7 transit sheds with an aggregate 
floor area of about 678,000 square feet. The Board's 4 grain elevators have a total stor- 
age capacity of 10,838,500 bushels, a combined loading capacity of about 200,000 
bushels per hour and 1% miles of conveyor galleries. Besides, there are storage tanks 
with a capacity of over 870,000 imperial gallons for the handling of fish and vegetable 
oils, open wharves, booming grounds and special wharves are also provided for the 
fishing industry, one being completed with a shed, a small ice plant and freezing 
equipment for processing fish. A 40-ton fixed derrick is installed on Lapointe Pier. 


TRAFFIC 


Cargo tonnage handled through the port of Vancouver established a new record for 
the third successive year. Overall volume totalled 19,793,810 tons as compared with 
16,923,168 tons in 1963, an increase of 17%. 


Promoted by the Russian contract along with record movements to the Orient, grain 
exports eclipsed last year’s all time high by 13%. Coal shipments to Japan increased 
39% with slightly more than a million tons being exported from the bulk loading 
terminal at Port Moody while expanded agricultural production in overseas countries 
resulted in gains of 129% and 34% respectively for sulphur and potash shipments. 
There were notable increases in the export of lumber, woodpulp, flour and ores and 
concentrates. 


Motor vehicle imports from Germany and the United Kingdom advanced by 60% during 
1964. Other increases were noted in iron and steel products imported mainly from 
Japan, quantities of which are for use in the Columbia and Peace River projects. 
Slight decreases were recorded in shipments of logs and asbestos and imported 
raw sugar. 


New records were set for ocean vessel arrivals with a total of 1,924 entries compared 
with 1,853 the previous year, and net registered tonnage increased by 6%. Coastal 
arrivals increased 1% and the net registered tonnage of this traffic was up by 5%. 
Ocean passenger traffic showed a slight increase, but overall landings and embarka- 
tions for the year were down by 7%. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $327,790. Capital expendi- 
tures amounted to $1,601,889 which was provided from revenues.

Sir — Pursuant to Section 32 of the National Harbours Board Act, we have the honour to submit 
the thirtieth annual report of the National Harbours Board, covering the operations for the calendar 
year 1965, of the harbours of St. John’s (Nfld), Halifax, Saint John (N.B.), Chicoutimi, Quebec, 
Trois-Riviéres, Montreal, Churchill and Vancouver, and the Government grain elevators at Prescott 
and Port Colborne. The traffic statistics contained in this report include shipping and cargo at both 
National Harbours Board facilities and private facilities where they exist. Shipping and cargo tonnage . 
statistics following include St. John’s, Newfoundland for 1965 but not for prior years. 


SHIPPING 


Shipping tonnage in 1965 was up by 6.8% from the previous year and the number of vessel arrivals 
increased by 4.6%. The following statement shows the number and tonnage of vessels which arrived 
at harbours under the administration of the Board in each of the past five years:

CARGO TONNAGE 


Cargo tonnage at the National Harbours reached an all-time high, eclipsing the pre- 
vious record year of 1964 by 2.7%. Aggregate cargo tonnage in 1965 was 73,313,834 
as compared with 71,404,617 in 1964, an increase of 1,909,217 tons. 


Grain traffic decreased from 567,626,443 bushels in 1964 to 523,271,138 bushels, 
a decrease of 44,355,305 bushels, or approximately 7.8%. 


Considering other commodities in which substantial volumes were recorded, there 
were increases in fuel oil, gasoline, gypsum, newsprint, road motor vehicles, lumber 
and timber, sand and gravel, woodpulp, potash, crude oil, and raw sugar. Decreases 
were shown in asbestos, wheat flour, sulphur, pulpwood, bituminous coal, iron ore, 


cement and logs. 


Foreign inward traffic increased 3,262,594 tons or 18.6%, and foreign outward traffic 
decreased 1,489,270 tons, or 5.7% compared with 1964. Domestic traffic inward 
decreased 169,707 tons, or 1%, and domestic traffic outward increased 305,600 tons 
or 2.9% compared with 1964.

HARBOURS BOARD 


Operating income in 1965 amounted to $34,089,429 as compared with $30,102,091 in the previous year, 
an increase of $3,987,338. 


Expenses of administration, operation and maintenance in 1965 were $21,112,892, as against $19,253,468 
in the previous year, an increase of $1,859,424. 


Salaries and wages amounted to $13,651,900, as compared with $12,854,600 in 1964. Retirement benefits 
for employees cost $535,400 by way of contribution to the Public Service Superannuation Account. 


Maintenance expenses in 1965 were $4,730,903, as compared with $4,413,511 in the previous year. 
Net operating income was $12,976,537, as against $10,848,623 in 1964, an increase of $2,127,914. 


After taking into account other income and deducting special charges, including interest on debt and 
reserve for replacement of capital assets, operations for 1965 resulted in a net profit of $681,131 as against 
a net loss of $980,857 in 1964. 


Operating income in 1965 amounted to $1,120,060 as compared with $783,853 in the previous year, an 
increase of $336,207. 


Expenses of administration, operation and maintenance in 1965 were $816,321, as against $702,018 in 
the previous year, an increase of $114,303. 


Salaries and wages amounted to $298,300 as compared with $273,400 in 1964. Retirement benefits for 
employees cost $18,800 by way of contribution to the Public Service Superannuation Account. 


Maintenance expenses in 1965 were $239,291, as compared with $182,489 in the previous year. 
Net operating profit was $303,739, as compared with $81,835 in 1964. 


After deducting special charges, including interest on debt and reserve for replacement of capital assets, 
operations for 1965 resulted in a net loss of $2,008,919 as compared with $2,396,700 in 1964.

TARIFFS AND REGULATIONS 


Major tariff changes in 1965 were the reissue of By-law B-7 covering grain elevator charges at 
eastern establishments, By-law Vancouver B-4(a) covering Wharf Charges at Vancouver and by-laws 
covering Water Service Charges at the ports of Halifax, Saint John, Chicoutimi, Montreal, Churchill 
and Vancouver. By-law B-3, covering Top Wharfage Charges at eastern ports, was amended to 
increase the surcharge to fifty per cent and to provide new demurrage rates. All general eastern 
by-laws were amended to include the new national harbour of St. John’s, Newfoundland. A number 
of minor adjustments were made during the year to other tariffs. 
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CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 
Expenditures on capital account in 1965 totalled $20,855,869. Of this amount, $3,462,254 has been or 
will be provided by the Government on a non-repayable basis for works in connection with the 1967 World 
Exhibition; $3,894,186 has been or will be financed by advances from the Government, bearing interest 


at the rate prevailing at the date of such advances; $3,192,257 has been or will be provided from Replace- 
ment Funds and $10,307,172 from other funds.

RESERVE FUNDS 
As at December 31, 1965, reserve funds for replacement of capital assets, for insurance, for workmen’s 


compensation and special maintenance amounted to $67,944,137, the increase in the year being $301,986. 


The reserves consist of cash on deposit with the Receiver General $14,990,746, and investments in 
authorized securities, book value $52,953,391, market value $47,342,982. In addition, miscellaneous

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HARBOUR OF ST. JOHN’S (NFLD.) 


The Harbour of St. John’s is situated on the Atlantic coast, near one of the north points of 
the Avalon Peninsula of Newfoundland. The entrance channel, known as the ‘‘Narrows’’, has 
a minimum depth of 35 feet and there is a safe depth of 39 feet into the harbour, between 
Merlin Rock and the South Shore. The port is open to navigation the year round and is served 
by the Canadian National Railways which span the Province from St. John’s to Port aux 
Basques. The facilities operated by the National Harbours Board include 7,855 linear feet of 
berthing, providing 14 deepsea berths. There are 6 transit sheds with a total floor area of 


approximately 220,000 square feet. An 80-ton stiff leg derrick is also available for heavy lifts. 


TRAFFIC 
The Port of St. John’s, Newfoundland, was placed under the administration of the National 


Harbours Board on January 1, 1965. 


Due to the dissimilarity of records prior to 1965, it is difflcult to establish with any degree of 
accuracy comparative statistics for the data collected by the Board during the period January 1 — 
December 31, 1965. Certain information supplied by the Pilotage Authority, however, indicates 
that there has been an increase in traffic. In 1965 pilotage entries totalled 1,359 as compared 


to 1,214 in 1964, an increase of 12%. 


Ocean vessel entries during 1965 totalled 1,186 with an aggregate net registered tonnage 
of 924,829. There were 665 coastal arrivals, and the net registered tonnage of this traffic 
totalled 512,400. 


Commodities handled in greatest volume were gasoline, fuel oil, petroleum and coal products, 
miscellaneous foods, fabricated materials, personal and household products and lumber 


and timber. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $25,714. Expenditures on capital 


account amounted to $5,203 which was provided from revenues.

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HARBOUR 
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HALIFAX 


The Harbour of Halifax, situated on the Atlantic Coast of Nova Scotia, is approached directly 
from the ocean by achannel with a minimum depth of 50 feet at low tide. It is open to navigation 
the year round and is served by both the Canadian National and the Canadian Pacific Railways. 
The National Harbours Board operates wharves and piers having about 19,000 linear feet of 
berthing, which provide 32 deep-water berths. Paved open areas are available at Richmond 
and Deep Water Terminals. There are 20 transit sheds with an aggregate floor area of about 
1,305,480 square feet including frost-proof areas. In addition, the Board operates a 4,152,500- 
bushel grain elevator with a maximum loading capacity of 90,000 bushels per hour and a marine 
tower with an unloading capacity of 15,000 bushels per hour; also, a cold storage terminal 
warehouse with about 1,719,000 cubic feet of storage space, completely fitted with sharp- 
freezing, storing and packing equipment, and ample rail connections. Several floating cranes 


are available with capacities ranging from 15 to 80 tons. 


TRAFFIC 

Ocean vessel entries rose by 1% to reach a new high of 1,748 while net registered tonnage 
increased by 4%. Oil tankers servicing the port’s refineries and tank installations accounted 
largely for the greater activity. Coastal arrivals were down by 1% although the net registered 
tonnage of this traffic rose by 3% — a change attributed to the replacement of small fishing 


craft by larger vessels. 


For the second successive year, a record in cargo volume was established — overall tonnage 
totalling 9,952,713, an increase of 3% over 1964. Import gains were recorded for refined oils, 
gasoline, bulk molasses, vegetable oils, rubber, oranges and steel products. The port received 
important quantities of iron ore, anew commodity used for experimental purposes by a refinery 
in the harbour. Export flour showed a substantial increase due mainly to sales to Russia and 


unsettled conditions at United States ports. 


Grain exports were down by 12% from 1964 and decreases were noted in crude oil and motor 


vehicles. Passenger landings and embarkations increased by 5% to a total of 18,165. 


The Board’s Cold Storage Warehouse operated at close to full capacity, total tonnage showing 
a 16% increase over the previous year. Fish, poultry and frozen foods were the commodities 


handled in greatest volume. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 

Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $367,336. Expenditures on capital 
account amounted to $1,352,020 of which $624,964 was provided from replacement fund and 
$727,056 from revenues.

HARBOUR OF SAINT JOHN (N.B.) 


The Harbour of Saint John, situated at the mouth of the Saint John River on the north shore 
of the Bay of Fundy, is open to navigation the year round and is served by both the Canadian 
Pacific and the Canadian National Railways. It is accessible from the sea by a main channel, 
600 feet wide, with a minimum depth of 30 feet at extreme low tide. The National Harbours 
Board operates wharves and piers with about 14,600 linear feet of berthing, providing 27 deep- 
sea berths and 6 berths for coastal shipping. There are 16 transit sheds, with an aggregate 
floor space of about 1,004,000 square feet, including 132,900 square feet of frost-proof storage, 
all with rail connections. The Board’s grain elevator, on the west side of the harbour, has a 
storage capacity of 1,576,800 bushels, and is connected to 9 of the berths by over 2 miles of 
conveyor galleries with a shipping capacity of 60,000 bushels per hour. A 65-ton floating crane 


is available for heavy lifts. 


TRAFFIC 
Ocean vessel entries totalled 544, an increase of 24 over the previous year, with net registered 
tonnage comparable to 1964. Coastal traffic decreased by 120 vessels with a corresponding 


reduction in net registered tonnage of 7%. 


Cargo volume remained above average levels, the total of 6,115,008 tons representing a drop 
of 2% from the record year of 1964. Establishment in the Saint John area of a new paper mill 
with large production contracts for European delivery contributed toward an increase of 84% 
in newsprint exports. Grain shipments were up by 10%, due mainly to the renewal of sales 
to Russia, and other notable increases were recorded in gasoline, raw sugar, motor vehicle 


parts and chemical products. 


New Brunswick seed potatoes suffered in 1965 from a delay in harvesting and, despite steady 
shipments, exports through Saint John were reduced by 18,700 tons. Flour shipments decreased 
by 5,300 tons although there were substantial stocks shedded and scheduled for delivery at 
the year end to fill contracted sales to Russia. Fertilizer, lumber and motor vehicles were 


included in other commodities which decreased from the previous year. 
Passenger traffic continued to decline with 100,324 landings and embarkations in 1965 com- 


pared to 102,525 the previous year.

account amounted to $215,620 which was provided from revenues.

OF CHICOUTIMI 


The Harbour of Chicoutimi is situated on the Saguenay River, about 75 miles from its mouth. 
The Saguenay flows into the St. Lawrence River at a point 120 miles below Quebec. The 
facilities operated by the National Harbours Board include 2,750 linear feet of wharf, providing 
5 berths for ships of 26-foot draft and one berth for coastal vessels; one open mooring berth 
with a draft of 20 feet for oil tankers; a concrete transit shed, 400 feet by 60 feet, and a frame 
shed, 150 feet by 40 feet, and about 8,500 feet of standard gauge railway tracks connecting 


with the Canadian National Railways. 


TRAFFIC 


The 1965 navigation season opened on April 4th and closed December 6th. 


For the fourth successive year, the port established a record for cargo volume. Overall tonnage 
totalled 518,660 as compared with 477,524 in 1964, an increase of 9%. Larger domestic imports 
of fuel oil and gasoline were responsible for the increase. Soda ash, which moved through 


the port for the first time in 1964, showed a decrease of 24%. 


Vessel arrivals remained comparable with the previous year, 155 entries being made with an 


aggregate net registered tonnage of 280,020. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 
Maintenance and repairs were carried out a total cost of $17,013. Expenditures on capital 


account amounted to $873, which was provided from revenues.

HARBOUR OF QUEBEC 


The Harbour of Quebec is situated on the St. Lawrence River, about 160 miles below Montreal. 
It is open to all ocean navigation for about 9 months in the year and to coastal and limited 
ocean navigation the year round. The facilities operated by the National Harbours Board 
include 22,300 linear feet of berthing, providing 30 deepsea berths and 14 berths for coastal 
shipping. There are 10 transit sheds with a total floor area of about 659,400 square feet; 
23 miles of standard gauge terminal railway, connected with both Canadian railways; a grain 
elevator with a capacity of over 8,000,000 bushels and 2,000 linear feet of shipping galleries, 
with a shipping capacity of 90,000 bushels per hour; 4 marine towers for unloading boats; also 
a modern cold storage warehouse with a capacity of 500,000 cubic feet, and a fish-house with 
a capacity of 1,000,000 pounds; a floating crane of 75-ton capacity, and a locomotive crane 


with a capacity of 25 tons. 


TRAFFIC 
Ocean vessels entering the harbour numbered 977 as compared to 993 the previous year while 
net registered tonnage increased by 1% — a reversal of the figures noted in last year’s report. 


There were 302 less coastal arrivals but the net registered tonnage of this traffic was up by 3%. 


For the third successive year, a record in cargo volume was established at Quebec. Overall 
tonnage totalled 6,646,453 as compared with 6,258,920 in 1964, an increase of 6%. Export 
grain increased by 10% and domestic grain by 13%. An unprecedented movement of grain was 
made by truck during 1965 — 28,500 trucks compared with 11,500 the previous year. The 
harbour elevator supplied domestic grain for virtually the entire Province when the Montreal 
Harbour elevator system was inactive for a period during the summer because of a labour 


dispute. 


Notable gains were recorded in gasoline, fuel oil, newsprint and lumber and timber, while 
pulpwood, scrap iron and asbestos were included in commodities which decreased from the 


previous year. 


Passenger traffic continued to drop with 16,615 landings and embarkations made in 1965 as 
compared with 17,368 the previous year. Revenue cars handled by the Terminal Railway 


decreased by 12% and tonnage recorded at the Board’s Cold Storage Warehouse rose by 4%. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 

Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $880,425. Expenditures on capital 
account amounted to $2,282,457 of which $400,000 was provided from replacement fund and 
$1,134,990 from revenues.

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TROIS-RIVIERES 


The Harbour of Trois-Riviéres is situated at the confluence of the St. Lawrence and St. Maurice 
Rivers, about 80 miles below Montreal. It is open to all navigation for about 9 months each year 
and to limited ocean navigation the year round. The facilities operated by the National Harbours 
Board include 9,000 linear feet of wharves which provide 15 deepsea berths, with a minimum 
water depth of 30 feet and basin with 35 feet, and 4 berths for small vessels. There are 


11 transit sheds with a total floor area of 479,434 square feet. 


TRAFFIC 
The first vessel arrival recorded in 1965 was the M.V. Aragona which berthed on January 6th. 
The last departure for overseas was made by the M.V. Capo Noli which sailed December 28th. 


The continuing trend toward larger ships was indicated by the arrival of 27 fewer ocean vessels 
than the previous year while net registered tonnage increased by 1%. Coastal traffic decreased 


by 237 vessels, due to a change in pulpwood transport from scows to schooners and barges. 


A record for cargo volume was established for the third successive year. Overall tonnage 
totalled 5,222,689, an increase of .6% over 1964. Recent industrial development in the Trois- 
Riviéres region has been greatly beneficial in reaching this level of port volume which, it is 
hoped, will be maintained in future years. Grain shipments continued to grow, and there were 
significant gains in fuel oil, asbestos exports and china clay. A recovery from the decline of 


recent years was noted for bituminous coal, which increased 7% over 1964. 


Newsprint shipments and inward pulpwood movements decreased by 7% and 13% respec- 


tively, while secondary commodities registered normal fluctuations.

Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $50,610. Expenditures on capital 


account amounted to $65,679 which was provided from revenues.

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HARBOUR OF MONTREAL 


The Harbour of Montreal is situated on the St. Lawrence River, approximately 1,000 miles 
inland from the Atlantic coast. The ship channel, of which approximately 100 miles is dredged 
channel, provides a minimum depth of 35 feet. The Harbour is served by both Canadian rail- 
ways connected to the harbour front by 61 miles of terminal railway operated by the National 
Harbours Board. The Board also operates main piers, wharves and jetties providing 130 berths, 
totalling about 1314 miles of berthing accommodations; 41 transit sheds, with an aggregate 
floor area of 3,572,000 square feet; also, 5 grain elevators, with a storage capacity of 22,262,000 
bushels and 4 miles of grain conveyor galleries with a shipping capacity in excess of 3,000,000 
bushels per 13-hour day, and acold storage warehouse with a capacity of 2,900,000 cubic feet. 
The St. Lawrence Seaway Authority self-propelled 275-ton capacity floating crane S.L.S. 


“‘Hercules’’ is available for commercial lifts. 


TRAFFIC 

For the second successive year, the Helga Dan made the first vessel entry in the new year, 
arriving at the port on January 1st, while the last departure was made on December 30th with 
the sailing of the /nishowen Head. There was but one day during 1965 when no commercial 


vessels were in port. 


Ocean vessel entries reached an all-time high — ship arrivals totalling 3,893 and net registered 
tonnage 16,262,048, increases of 6% and 12% respectively over the previous year. Coastal 


entries were up by 3% in number and 5% in net registered tonnage. 


Cargo volume totalled 23,445,236 tons, an increase of nearly 2% over 1964 and a new record 
for the second successive year. Crude oil imports rose by more than 500,000 tons due chiefly 
to smaller volumes utilizing the Portland-Montreal pipeline and greater industrial requirements 
produced an 18% jump in overall fuel oil quantities. Substantially increased tonnages were 
noted for many steel products including bars and rods, plate, sheet and strip steel and struc- 


tural shape and sheet piling. These gains generally can be accounted for by the demand

created by new construction projects. Increased wheat flour shipments stemmed from the Russian contract and new traffic patterns 


boosted the overall volume of common salt by 85,000 tons. 


A reduction of 15% in total grain shipments was due almost entirely to the labour dispute at the grain elevator system from June 16th 
to August 9th. Iron ores and concentrates recorded a decrease of some 440,000 tons because of a direct movement to Great Lakes ports 
via the Seaway without stockpiling and transhipment at Contrecoeur, while imported metal ores and concentrates, particularly manganese, 


increased substantially and was stockpiled at Contrecoeur. Scrap iron exports were down due to greater domestic demand. 


Tonnage received and delivered at the Cold Storage Warehouse showed a decrease of 8% and revenue cars handled by the Terminal 


Railway rose by 21%. Passenger traffic continued to decline with 3,147 fewer landings and embarkations than 1964. 


Traffic across Champlain Bridge in 1965 totalled 6,379,118 vehicles. Records of vehicles crossing Jacques-Cartier Bridge are not available 


since the removal of tolls in 1962. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $2,245,338. Expenditures on capital account amounted to $6,811,289, of 


which $900,000 was provided from replacement fund and $5,911,289 from revenues. 


Expenditures on 1967 World Exhibition for which funds were provided by the Government on a non-repayable basis amounted to 


$9,651 626. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS—BRIDGES 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at Jacques-Cartier Bridge at a total cost of $195,141 and at Champlain Bridge at a total cost 


of $44,150. Expenditures on capital account for Champlain Bridge amounted to $2,774,955.

PURSES C OTT. ELEVATOR 


Prescott Elevator is situated on the St. Lawrence River, about 118 miles upstream from 
Montreal and 60 miles downstream from Kingston. The facilities operated by the National 
Harbours Board include a grain elevator with a storage capacity of 5,500,000 bushels with 
4 travelling marine towers, each with an unloading capacity of 35,000 bushels per hour, and 
facilities to load ocean vessels at the rate of 80,000 bushels per hour; 5,400 linear feet of 
wharves with a minimum water depth of 27 feet. A transit shed, 200 feet by 60 feet, is available 


for the handling of general cargo. 


TRAFFIC 

The 1965 navigation season opened on April 15th, and the first vessel arrival was made on 
April 23rd when the Fort St. Louis berthed with general cargo for the Board’s transit shed. 
Navigation closed December 16th with the arrival of the Sir Thomas Shaughnessy for winter 


berthing and the Orefax which discharged a cargo of rock salt. 


Grain volume during 1965 totalled 40,206,291 bushels, an increase over the previous year of 
26%, while rail and truck deliveries compared favourably with 1964. During July and August, 
Prescott was required to load several ocean vessels which had been diverted from Montreal 


and, as a result, registered 16 deepsea arrivals where none had been made the previous year. 


Overall general cargo totalled 44,488 tons as compared to 20,747 tons in 1964, larger volumes 


of rock salt contributing mainly to the increase. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 
Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $91,521. Expenditures on capital 


account amounted to $134,805 which was provided from revenues.

COLBORNE ELEVATOR 


Port Colborne Elevator is situated at the southern or Lake Erie entrance of the Welland Ship 
Canal. The facilities operated by the National Harbours Board include 2,400 linear feet of 
wharf and a grain elevator with a storage capacity of 3,000,000 bushels, with 4 marine legs 
having an unloading capacity of 18,000 bushels per hour each, and vessel loading facilities 


of 7 shipping spouts and 5 shipping bins with a loading capacity of 100,000 bushels per hour. 


TRAFFIC 
The 1965 navigation season opened on May 2nd with the arrival of the M.S. Belvoir to be 


lightened for repairs and closed with the lightening of the steamer Manitoba on December 22nd. 


Grain elevator receipts totalled 9,220,558 bushels, a decrease of 39% from the previous year, 
while total shipments dropped by 22% to 10,104,816 bushels. Water-borne deliveries were 
down by 49% and rail and truck deliveries increased by 266% and 22% respectively. 


Reduced receipts at the elevator were due mainly to the smaller Eastern wheat crop caused 


by adverse weather conditions. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 


Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $38,976. Expenditures on capital 


account amounted to $7,651 which was provided from revenues.

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HARBOUR OF CHURCHILL 


The Harbour of Churchill is situated at the entrance of the Churchill River on the west side 
of Hudson Bay. It is open to navigation from about the 26th of July to the middle of October. 
The facilities operated by the National Harbours Board include 3,065 linear feet of wharf, 
providing 5 deepsea berths with a minimum depth of 32 feet and one coastal berth with a 
minimum depth of 20 feet; a transit shed, 476 feet by 173 feet; a grain elevator with a storage 
capacity of 5,000,000 bushels, equipped with galleries and spouts allowing the loading of 3 ships 


at a time; railway tracks along the wharf, and a 214-cubic yard crawler crane. 


TRAFFIC 

The first ocean vessel of the 1965 season arrived on July 27th and the last sailing for an overseas 
destination was made on October 14th. The port shipped a record volume of 24,707,016 bushels 
of wheat to foreign markets and 4,055 tons of one feed screenings and 57,000 bushels of mixed 


feed oats to St. Lawrence River ports for Canadian consumption. 


The wheat exports were shipped by forty-five ocean-going vessels carrying an average cargo 
of 549,045 bushels compared to an average cargo in 1963 of 476,342 bushels, an indication of 
the growing size of ships in the Churchill trade. Imported general cargo totalled 1,835 tons and 
included such commodities as bone meal, glass, automobiles, firebrick and chemicals. Domestic 
traffic to various missions, Hudson’s Bay Company posts, R.C.M.P. detachments and govern- 


ment departments was maintained on a normal basis. 


A record cargo of 903,467 bushels of various grades of wheat was lifted by the M.V. Silksworth 
while a daily loading record of 609,540 bushels was set by the elevator on August 21st.

VANCOUVER 


The Harbour of Vancouver, situated in Burrard Inlet on the west coast of British Columbia, 
with direct access to the Pacific Ocean through the Straits of Georgia and Juan de Fuca, is 
served by the Canadian National, Canadian Pacific, Pacific Great Eastern and Great Northern 
Railways. The entrance channel to the harbour, which is open the year round, has a minimum 
depth of 39 feet. The National Harbours Board has piers, wharves and jetties with about 
14,400 linear feet of berthing, providing 24 deepsea berths and 3 berths for coastal shipping, 
also 7 transit sheds with an aggregate floor area of about 678,000 square feet. The Board’s 
4 grain elevators have a total storage capacity of 10,838,500 bushels, a combined loading 
capacity of about 200,000 bushels per hour and 114 miles of conveyor galleries. Besides, there 
are storage tanks with a capacity of over 580,000 imperial gallons for the handling of fish and 
vegetable oils, open wharves, booming grounds and special wharves are also provided for 
the fishing industry, one being complete with a shed, a small ice plant and freezing equipment 


for processing fish. A 40-ton fixed derrick is installed on Lapointe Pier. 


TRAFFIC 
Cargo tonnage handled during 1965 totalled 20,166,534, and established a new record for the 
fourth successive year. This volume represents a 2% increase over 1964 when 19,793,810 tons 


passed through the port. 


Large gains were registered in imported petroleum products, and lumber and logs in 1965 
reached a level slightly in excess of a billion board feet. Phosphate rock, an important new 
import from Florida which is shipped to Alberta for the fertilizer industry, totalled 101,378 tons. 
Heavy construction underway in Western Canada resulted in greater quantities of imported 
iron and steel, mainly from Japan, and motor vehicles again showed a sharp increase over the 


previous year. 


Grain shipments through the port failed to break the all time 1964 record, the 17% overall 
decrease being chiefly attributable to a labour dispute experienced during the summer. Slight 
decreases were noted in certain secondary commodities, but in general cargo fluctuations 


maintained normal proportions. 


There were 1,878 ocean vessel entries, a drop of 2% from the 1964 record high of 1,924. Net 
registered tonnage, however, rose by 2% — a further indication of the larger ships in ocean 
trade. Coastal shipping increased by 2% in vessel entries and 5% in net registered tonnage. 
Coastal passenger traffic showed a slight recovery from the decline of recent years while 


ocean landings and embarkations dropped by 6%. 


MAINTENANCE AND CAPITAL WORKS 

Maintenance and repairs were carried out at a total cost of $368,771. Capital expenditures 
amounted to $3,211,085 of which $1,267,293 was provided from replacement fund and 
$1,943,792 from revenues.
